For this reason, 
many of those who fought to 
nominate and elect President 
Eisenhower are biting their nails 
and wearing big creases in their 
brows. 

But—as all agree—the Presi- 
dent is a lucky man. And, if 
peace comes in Korea he will 
have the prestige to move with 
more assurance into the problem 
of how to avoid- the ire and 
opposition of the Asia-firsters by 
trying to bring China into the 
United Nations where, as the 
President has so often said, the 
moral obligation for peace is 
greater.

Halts TB Germs 


Two doctors, after a year of exacting research at 
Emory University, have discovered an unknown substance 
in the spleens of rats, guinea pigs and rabbits that stops 


the growth of tuberculosis germs in test tubes. 

The substance, when its nature om ee 
is determined, could point the 
way to unsuspected chemicals { 
that fight microbes in the hu- j 
man body. 

CITY NATIVE 

The findings, announced Sun- 
day by the National Tuberculosis 
Association in Los Angeles, were 
made by Dr. Walter L. Bloom, 

a native Atlantan and assistant 
professor of biochemistry and 
medicine at Emory University ' 
Medical School, and Dr. Martin 2m 
M. Cummings, former head of #3 
the Veterans Administration's TB . 
research unit here. | “a 
Dr. Cummings was recently me 
transferred to the VA’s tubercu- gaa 
losis research in Washington, .< 
which he now heads. 

The bacilli specialists began 
their project four years ago, Dr. 
Bloom said, “‘by studying ani- 
mals not affected by TB bacilli.’’ 

‘We knew that rats, since they 
are hard to infect,. must have 
something that prevents it—the 
same as most humans who get 
TB and recover from it,’’ Dr. 
Bloom said. 


TRY ANIMALS 


Guiding their experiments to- 
wards this ‘‘natural resistance” 
Dr. Bloom said they tried kid- 
ney, livers and finally spleens 
of the animals. 

They’ discovered that a rat’s 
spleen, ground up and added to 
a test tube of TB germs, would 
stop their growth at body tem- 
perature. 

“At controlled, higher tempera- 
‘tures, the substance won't stop 
the growth,’’ Dr. Bloom said. 

Further research trying to iso- 
late the spleen chemical showed 
it will not pass through filters 
such as steel, glass or porcelain. 

“That is a property of large 
molecules,’’ Dr. Bloom said. 

The two doctors will continue, 
their research although they will, 
work jointly in, Washington and 
Atlanta with occasional meetings! antibiotics.”

Now we are not unaware of the fact 
that Georgia has received thousands of 
good men and women from other 
states—and we welcome them and are 
the better off for them: (There would 


be the usual exceptions, and this would © 


apply as well to the Georgians gone to 
other states.) All of us are better off 
as the populations move and as we learn 
that good people are good people, no 
matter where born; that able persons 
are able, no matter what their geo- 
graphical origin, and that no state pro- 
vides, per se, anv special virtues for 
those born within its borders. We are 
all Americans—and that is what is 
really important. 

But the figures do reveal that our 
population gains do not match our birth 
rate—which is high. And they prove 
that for all our progress we are not 
keeping many of our better and more 
able young men and women. We have 
much to offer. We are making prog- 
gress. Our state government is improv- 
ing. Industry is coming faster and 
faster. But we remain basically an 
agricultural state. 

Our agricultural future, particularly 
dairving, is being held back by the State 
Department of Agriculture’s arbitrary 
methods and the political ambitions in- 
volved. The brains behind the drive 
to industrialize the state are better, if 
we judge by results, than those whose 
duty it is to deal forthrightly and intel- 
ligently with the agricultural future. 
Too many of the best farm boys and 
girls are leaving Georgia for industrial 
cities. We must keep a balance. 

One of our major exports, 
though slowed down, remains brains 
and skills.

Russians Should Show 
Good Faith by Deeds 


President Eisenhower has reiterated 
his willingness to meet with heads of 
the Russian and British governments to 
discuss settlement of the world’s ten- 
sions. As did President Truman be- 
fore him, however, Mr. . Eisenhower 


-. said that he would first like to see evi- 


dence of Russian good faith. 

Our past experiences justify that 
attitude. Agreements reached were 
kept only as long as they served Soviet 
interests. Although Josef Stalin’s death 
offered a new opportunity, there has 
as yet been no concrete evidence that 
a meeting of the new Soviet leaders 
with the West would yield any more 
concrete results. 

As to how they might demonstrate 
their good faith, first would be attain- 
ment of a truce in Korea. Second would 
be settlement of the Austrian peace 
treaty. 

We realize, of course, that there will 
not be a magic ending of the world’s 
troubles. However, as we have dem- 
onstrated our strength and determina- 
tion to resist aggression there is an op- 
portunity for making progress without 
resorting to all-out war. Negotiations

Crackdown Justified 


On Insurance Fraud 


A pair of Memphis residents, one a 
lawyer and the other a former police- 
man, were found guilty recently of 
fraudulently collecting from an insur- 
ance company on an auto accident in- 
jury claim. The jury recommended a 
three-year sentence. 


The defendant’s story was that the 
car of the lawyer bumped the rear of 
that of the former policeman, hurting 
the latter to the extent of $500 and his 
car to the extent of $280. State wit- 
nesses testified that the two men divided 
the $500 they got from the insurance 
company and that the repair bill on 
the car was only $32. 


The jury accepted the state’s . case. 

May the Memphis case be an exame- 
ple to others tempted to obtain money 
under similar false pretenses. Collu- 
sion to defraud auto insurance compa- 
nies has become a racket. Everyone 
who has automobile insurance is a vic- 
tim, since the practice is one.cause of 
increased premiums.

The dispatch from Korea that re- 
vealed an attack on the front manned 
by Turkish troops had been thrown 
back with heavy losses was comforting 
in several respects.

Peiping in UN? 
Attlee Jars Ike 


WASHINGTON — President Eisenhower 
thinks it was most unwise for Clement At- 
tlee to declare that Communist China 
should be admitted to the United Nations 
as soon as a Korean armistice is signed. 

This is the real news 
of what has been hap- 
pening in Washington 
in the last few days— 
and not the exagger- 
ated importance given 
by some. sections of the 
press to the Attlee-Mc- 
Carthy exchange of po- 
litical compliments. 

President Eisenhow- 
er’s counter - comment 
oo to Attlee at his press 
conference last week has been given a 
meaning that is inaccurate. 

“The answer is as follows: The Presi- 
dent said that the reporters must remem- 
ber that different nations have different 
interpretations on what recognition of a 
nation means. He said that ever since 
Woodrow Wilson’s time in this country we 
have more or less gone on the theory that 
recognition means also tacit approval. 

“The President expressed the thought 
that in certain other countries that opinion 
that viewpoint—still holds. With us, he 
continued, because there has been a dif- 


erent meaning developed, we have to view 
the case differently. 


“The President said that he personally 
therefore would not say that he believed 
that admittance should follow an 
armistice.”’ 

It's from the last paragraph that the 
mistaken impression was given that Mr. 
Eisenhower would favor recognition of 
Communist China. What Mr. Eisenhower 
undoubtedly meant was that if he were 
Churchill or Attlee and believed in admit- 
ting Red China to the UN—which he does 
not—he certainly would not say so at this 
moment. 

This writer had a conversation at Paris 
just a year ago with General Eisenhower 
and when asked pointedly by this corre- 
spondent whether, since the Red China 
government had committed aggression, he 
would favor her admission to the United 
Nations, he uttered an emphatic negative. 


It is more important, therefore, now to 
find out why Churchill and Attlee favor 
admission of Red China to the UN. The 
real issues are: Shall an aggressor govern- 
ment fight its way into the UN and shall 
the British: Government — if there is no 
Korean truce — continue sending, in the 
future as in the past, war supplies to Soviet 
Russia which are then trans-shipped to 
Red China to help kill American and 
British soldiers? 


An answer to one of these questions 
has just been given by the Scripps-Howard 
newspapers in an editorial which declares 
that it is time for President Eisenhower 
to inform ‘‘our appeasement-minded Allies 
that the United States will not accept Red 
China as a member of the United Nations,’’ 
and the Allies ‘‘should be told that the day 
the Reds walk in, we walk out.’’

20 years or so. A development of ‘‘social 
consciousness’”’ during the Great Depression 
set a pattern that is still with us. 


The Federal Government in contributing 
to the general good concluded that help- 
ing the states would help the nation. There- 
fore, we look about us and see hospitals 
and highways financed in a large percent- 
age with Washington funds. One might say, 
‘‘and that is good,’’ but another would see 
only badness. Limitations of state govern- 
mental income would in many instances 
place such projects far years in the future. 


So what it amounts to is that through 
our national taxes the state is buying on 
the installment plan. Perhaps the answer 
for those who insist on state independence 
in all matters would be a federal loan fund 
to supply money to the states for their 
capital needs, the principal and interest to 
be paid back over the years as a percent- 
age of taxes collected in the states. That 
would make it “‘legal.”’ 


A reader writes in to suggest a solu- 
tion to the problem of surplus farm com- 
modities. He enclosed a clipping of a small 
news story which stated the word in Hong 
Kong is that China is experiencing one of 
her periodic famines. The reader declared 
this country might use some of its stored 
foodstuffs to help tide the Chinese over.

Elizabeth’s Role in the Coronation 
Would Test Memory of Any Actress 


NEW YORK—Americans have been ask- 
ing the British information services a lot 
of questions about the coronation of Eliza- 
beth II, and a gentleman there has jolly 
well prepared some of- 
ficial replies. 

To wit: 

Elizabeth’s role in 

the coronation would 
test the memory of an 
experienced actress. 
The coronation service 
will last 24% hours. Ev- 
ery word and move 
must be memorized. 

(‘While her re 
sponses are short, she 
must speak them smoothly on-cue and must 
remember without prompting just which 
of the symbols must be touched, accepted 
or handed back to one of the officiating 
clergy, and at what point she is expected to 
kneel, sit, face the people, or stand for 
robing.’’) 

Americans have shown interest in the 
part to be played by the Duke of Edinburgh. 
The Duke doesn’t get crowned. (‘‘The Con- 
stitution has never attached any particular 
rank to the husband of a queen-regnant.’’) 
He will be the first to swear allegiance to 
Elizabeth and take holy communion with 
her. Also, he will ride in the 191-year-old 
coronation coach seated on her left. He'll 
be dressed as an admiral of the fleet during 
the procession. 

Why won't the Duke of Windsor be there? 
Simple, says the man. (‘‘On the last occa- 
sion he was asked this question the Duke 
said, ‘I do not think it is right for an 
ex-king to attend a coronation in his own 
country.’ ’’) 


How are things with the stone of Scone? 
Fine, says the man. It is a slab of sand- 
stone with two iron rings for lifting. It sits 
beneath the chair of King Edward (built to 
fit around it in 1297.) Legend is that the 
stone was the pillow on which Jacob slept 
as he dreamed of: the ladder. 

The Irish are said to have used it for 
the coronation of their kings at Tara Hill. 
It reached Scone in Scotland about 850 A. D. 
Edward I stole it in 1297. Scottish nation- 
alists stole it back last year but later re- 
turned it. 

All British kings and reigning queens 
since the late 1200s have been crowned over 
it with the exception of Edward V (mur- 
dered) and Edward VIII (abdicated). 

Many queries have come about the ac- 
tual power Elizabeth II will wield. By law 
she is the supreme authority, a part of the 
Legislature, head of the judiciary in Eng- 
land, Wales and Scotland, head of the 
U. K.’s Army, Navy and Air Force, and the 
sole representative of the nation in inter- 
national affairs. 

But in practice, because so many restric- 
tions on the royal prerogative have been 
made through the centuries, Elizabeth will 
act only on the advice of her ministers. 

Who's picking up the tab? The British, 
of course, our man says with just pride. 
Marshall aid to Britain stopped more than 
two years ago. The cost of erecting stands 
along the processional route will be covered 
by sale of seats. 

The whole affair will cost the subjects 
hardly a shilling (14 cents a head)—and the 
result will be a ritual that will ‘‘preserve 
its dignity as an epochal event for 600,- 
000,000 people of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations.’’

Experience Says, 


‘God Does Exist’ 


“Please tell me how I can believe in : 
God,’’ was a request which came. This 
friend went on to say, “‘You talk about God 
as if everybody knew Him. But I neither 
know who He is, where He is or what He 
does. As far as I know, I have never had 
any conscious dealing with Gos. _In your 
sermons you say, ‘Put ®& Se 
your life in God's hands 
and He will carry you 
through.’ 

“That is like saying 
to one who has never 
flown a plane, ‘Get into 
that jet-bomber and fly 
it wherever you want to 
go.’ I do not doubt the 
plane’s existence or its 
ability to carry me, but 
I do know I cannot fly : 
it. As. for God, I am not even sure He 
exists, and certainly I do not know how to 
‘put my life in His hands.’ ”’ 

In seeking a plain and straightforward 
answer to that request, I turned to the ninth 
chapter of St. Mark and read it carefully. 
Jesus and three of his disciples went up on 
the mountain and there had a marvelous 
experience. It was so wonderful that Peter 
suggested they just stay on the mountain. 


But Jesus knew there was work to be 
done in the valley below. God never gives 
His power to those who will not use it in 
service. At the foot of the mountain was 
a father who had brought his epileptie son. 
Since childhood the boy had been afflicted. 


Jesus said, “‘If thou canst believe, all 
things are possible to him that believeth.” 
Let’s stop for a moment on that word ‘‘be- 
lieve.”’ What do we mean by it? Weath- 
erhead points out that ‘‘believe’’ is used in 
at least three different senses. A person 
says, ‘“‘I believe in the North Pole.” He 
may not have been there but he accepts the 
authority of one who has been there. An- 
other says, ‘‘I believe that two times two is 
four.’’ That is something he can reason out 
for himself. Thus his belief is based on 
his own intellect. 

Another says, ‘“‘I believe the sunshine is 
warm.’’ He has been in the sunshine and 
felt it, thus his belief is based on experi- 
ence. Maybe he cannot explain why the 
sunshine is warm but he knows it. 


Suppose you ask a small boy, a 70-yeare 
old bachelor psychologist and a young man 
about 20 years old who has just kissed his 
girl goodnight this question: ‘‘Do you bes 
lieve in romantic love?’’ The small boy 
might reply, ‘‘Yes, I believe in it because 
my brother Tom is in love.’’ He accepts 
the authority of his older brother. 

The 70-year-old bachelor psychologist 
would say, ‘‘Yes, I believe in romantic love. 
It is a highly complicated emotion released 
by certain stimuli, and proceeding mainly 
from the instincts.’’ His is an intellectual 
belief. The young man of 20 years who has 
just kissed his girl goodnight would simply 
say, ‘“‘Do I? Oh, boy!” His belief comes 
from experience. 

So I want to make plain, the belief in 
God that matters most is not just accepting 
the authority of others or in intellectual 
reasoning. It is one’s own experience. Toe 
morrow we will discuss this further.

On‘Miss Lucy’ 


Word has just come that Lucy Randolph Mason’s book, ‘To 


Win These Rights,"’ which was published by Harper in 1951, has 
gone into its second printing—proof that the small volume which 
Miss Lucy began, innocently enough, as a sort of personal history, 
has found itself a solid place in contemporary literature. 

In fact, according to publishers, college professors and stu- 
dents of sociology have created quite a sizable demand for ‘‘To 
Win These Rights’’ because it is a readable, name and anecdote- 
filled account of the growth of the CIO movement in the South. 

It is ‘‘must’’ reading on the list of anybody who is interested 
fn the social revolution which has taken place in the South in the 
last couple of decades but it is interesting to me chiefly because 
I can't get over the phenomenon of Miss Lucy herself. 


Seventy years old now, white-haired, bright-eyed and patri- 
ecian-looking, Lucy Randolph Mason is what I like to think of as 
an original, unretouched ‘Southern lady.’’ She has the back- 
ground for the role. (Her great-great-great-grandfather, George 
Mason, wrote the Virginia Bill of Rights. Three of her kinsmen 
signed the Declaration of Independence. Her family tree abounds 
with such magicky names as Marshall, Lee and Randolph.) But 
the authentic thing about Miss Lucy is that like all true Southern 
ladies she is'full of fight and a passion for justice and truth. She 
looks delicate but she is indomitable. 


The daughter of an Episcopal minister, she became concerned 
with the problems of other people at an early age. Her mother 
and father were concerned and Miss Lucy remembers very well 


her mother’s Sunday school 
class in the state penitentiary 
in Richmond and how many of 
her mother’s pupils, when they 
were released from prison, 
stopped at the Mason home un- 
til they could find jobs. Through 
these people her mother learned 
of atrocious cruelties that went 
on within the prison walls and 
when other means failed she 
and some friends filled the state 
of Virginia with leaflets expos- 
ing prison conditions. 

It was an endeavor that led 
to prison reform and must have 
shown young Lucy at an early 
age that there is real efficacy 
in “‘letting the people know.” 
Anyhow, she grew up to work 
first for woman suffrage. 

I asked her why and she 
looked at me sharply. 

“For the same reason that 
I later went to work for the 
CIO,”’ she said. ‘‘I believe wom- 
en have something valuable to 
give to society. They are the 
humanizing element. Later I 
went to work for the CIO be- 
cause I saw that women and

unions wanted the same thing—decent lives for thelr children.” 

Her work has not always been genteel and high-toned sound- 
ing. The growth of a labor movement, as she tells you plainly 
in her book, is watered with sweat and bloodshed. She has fought 
tooth and toenail where fighting was necessary. When Commu- 
_nists invaded the CIO, as they invaded every other field of 
American life, Miss Lucy sternly repulsed them. When she found 
‘she was working side by side with one she marched into head- 
quarters and flatly demanded the Communist’s removal from 


her enterprise. 


| “Oh, I’ve heard myself called a ‘Parlor Pink’,’”’ she admitted, 
smiling gently. ‘‘And a Bolshevik. But I knew the difference and 
it didn’t bother me. I was also called, from time to time, ‘cussedly 


conservative.’ ’”’ 


Somehow Miss Lucy earned and kept the respect of all hands 
on both sides of controversies and the ‘‘aristocrat’’ tag which is 
frequently put on her touches her. She has her own definition for 
an aristocrat and she gives it in her book: ‘‘My years with the 
industrial unions of the CIO have taught me that out of them come 
the true aristocrats of our times: leaders who earnestly seek to 


serve their fellow men.”’
